1 1 . ISl The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for 
allowance because: 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the rigid integral bottom plate 
being stiffrigid in two directions and only provided with two parallel spaced-apart scoring lines) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). In response to applicant's argument that the claimed invention is more 
stable than the modified Bergkvist reference, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim.
